IN issuing this catalog of modern tile design we have endeavored to go a 
step further than the usual practice and present a comprehensive expo- 
sition of the subject— a practical handbook covering "The Field of Ceramic 
Tile" in detail, including Unglazed Ceramic, Glazed Ceramic, and Pavers. 

The sanitary and long wearing qualities of vitreous ceramic products have 
long been known and appreciated by the building profession. It was only 
recently, however, that a number of leading architects and tile manufac- 
turers began taking a major interest in ceramic tile, with the result that it 
has been rapidly developed into a product of amazing beauty and adaptability. 

A new and intriguing interest has been brought to unglazed ceramic by 
the creation of entire new lines featuring polychromatic effects and textures, 
and by the addition of new plain colors heretofore considered impossible 
in ceramic tile. At the same time many new and larger sizes have been 
brought out, so that now there is a suitable size, as well as a suitable color, 
available to meet almost every architectural need. 

The recently perfected cushion edge gives to ceramic mosaic an indi- 
viduality of appearance combined with definite acoustic advantages and a 
pleasant "feel" underfoot which promises to make this a deservedly popular 
flooring for large areas. 

It is also worthy of note that ceramic mosaic, which was originally 
considered strictly a flooring material, is meeting with more and more favor 
as a practical and distinctive wainscot finish. 

Ceramic tile, like Topsy, has "just growed," and has become so much 
more extensive than is generally realized that some attention must now be 
given to a proper classification of the various types with recommendations 
for use, in order that the building profession and the public may take full 
advantage of this most versatile material. Probably no organization has 
contributed more to the development of ceramic tile than the Olean Tile 
Company, so we feel it to be our privilege to develop a classified handbook 
on the various types of ceramic and ceramic design as produced by the 
industry in general and by the Olean Tile Company in particular. 

It is our thought that such a book will fill a long felt want and we trust 
that in presenting it we shall have performed a service 01 real worth.

CLASSIFICATION 

The Term "Ceramic Mosaic" or just "Ceramic" is generally accepted in the building 
profession as a designation for vitreous or semi-vitreous dust-pressed tile, from the 
smallest units up to the largest sizes that can be made to advantage in approximate 
quarter-inch thickness. Sizes larger than these have been known as "Floor Tile," "Hydraulic 
Tile," "Flints," "Pavers," etc. 

Since the larger tile are made of the same materials and have the same finish as the smaller 
tile, this catalog treats all classes as one — the Field of Ceramic Tile. 

In doing this the term "Ceramic" is still used to designate tile of approximately one-fourth 
inch thickness, while units that have to be made thicker than this in order to be manufactured 
advantageously or to meet certain specifications for heavy duty are termed "Pavers" regard- 
less of size and body characteristics. 

"Ceramic" is usually mounted on paper to facilitate installation but the heavier "Pavers" 
are usually set piece by piece. 

PORCELAIN TYPE 

This type of tile is made from washed clays and is characterized by a fine grained, non- 
marring surface which cleans very readily. It is thoroughly vitrified and resists wear 
almost indefinitely.

NATURAL CLAY TYPE 

This type of tile is manufactured largely from unwashed clays and is characterized by a 
somewhat rugged surface which is rough enough to minimize slipping and yet smooth 
enough to be cleaned readily. It presents a granular and somewhat variegated appearance 
and makes beautiful floors which are slow to show signs of tracking. 

In the i ys" — 2ys" series these tiles are produced with a "cushion" edge which lends distinc- 
tive depth and beauty to the tiled surface and at the same time gives an unusually pleasant 
effect underfoot. Another distinct advantage of cushion edge ceramic over other types of hard 
floor and wainscot material is that its rounded edges help to break up sound waves, reducing 
reverberation. Tile with this acoustic property is particularly useful for floors and wainscots 
in corridors and large areas where a non-echoing yet enduring material is desired. 

Olean cushion edge has been specially perfected to assure ease of grouting and cleaning, the 
joints being only slightly depressed.
